A Cowbridge man’s 
75-years of Olympic 
sporting memories! 


A COWBRIDGE 
man will have a 
role in the 2012 
Olympics as a 
member of an elite 
group - those who 
competed in the 
Olympics the last 
time they were 
staged in London - 
in 1948. 

Luke Wendon, who is 
now 85, was a 22-year- 
old member of the Great 
Britain fencing team 
when the Games - the 


first for 12 years - were 
held. 

In fact, he can go 
even further back in 
Olympic history, having 
attended the 1936 
Olympic Games in 
Berlin! 

Mr Wendon 

explained: “At the time, 
my parents lived in 
Germany, and it was in 
1937 that they sent me to 
Britain.” 

That 11-year-old boy 
who arrived in 
Beckenham to go to a 
preparatory school must

have wondered why the 
family was uprooting 
itself. 

His father had a busi¬ 
ness in Germany, and 
over the next two years, 
Luke was joined in the 
UK by his father, moth¬ 
er, and elder brother. 

Young Luke found 
that he had an aptitude 
for fencing, and his fam¬ 
ily encouraged him. He 
went to Cheltenham 


College and, by the time 
he was 16, he had won 
the British schools fenc¬ 
ing championship. 

In fact, he took the 
title in the foil, also won 
the sabre and was third 
in the epee. 

Of course, that 16- 
year-old was winning 
school fencing champi¬ 
onships in 1942, and the 
war was on. 

His father, as a 
German national, was 
interned for 18 months, 
so throwing himself into 
sport was probably a 
good way of coping. 

His elder brother 
joined the London Fire 
and Rescue Service and 
was out on the streets of 
London during the 
height of the Blitz. 

The fact that his 
father had been interned 
was ironic, because the 
family had left Germany 
because they were 
Jewish - something that 
came as a surprise to 
Luke when he was even¬ 
tually told. 

Luke told The GEM: 
“My family, back in the 
1890s, had decided to 
hide their Jewish faith 
and became Christians 
to avoid persecution. 

“I had no idea that we 
had a Jewish back¬ 
ground, until my parents 
told me when I was 18!” 

When the war ended, 
Britain started its 
rebuilding programme, 
and the world of sport 
also started afresh. 

The Great Britain 
fencing squad started to 
include older members 


who were returning 
from the war, but Luke 
continued to progress 
and he was selected for 
the fencing squad for the 
1948 Olympics. 

Luke is modest about 
this, and said: “Fencing 
was never a sport with a 
large number of com¬ 
petitors. I think I was 
near the top of a fairly 
small circle.” 

The 1948 Olympics, 
staged at the height of 
post-war austerity, were 
run on a shoestring 
budget and it was, of 
course, totally amateur. 

In fact, it is this expe¬ 
rience that Luke is being 
asked to pass on to pres¬ 
ent day competitors. 

He explained: 

“Former competitors, 
such as myself, are 
being asked to talk to 
young sportsmen today, 
to tell them how it was 
in the past, and perhaps 
to give them a greater 
sense of the history of 
the Olympics.”

THE manager of 
Cowbridge’s 
Tenovus shop,

She explained: “My 
sister, Tina, and I always 
try to do something for 
breast cancer charities 
every year as close as 
possible to the anniver¬ 
sary of our mother’s 
death. 

“That was on October 
19, so the abseil in 
Newport, on October 15, 
was almost ideal.” 

It was a personal chal¬ 
lenge too, because 
Sharonmarie has recent¬ 
ly recovered from back 
surgery, and she felt it 
was a good way to test 
herself. 

Charity abseils are 
quite common now, but 
most involve taking the 
lift up to the top of a tall 


building, and then com¬ 
ing down again! 

Newport Transporter 
bridge, however, is dif¬ 
ferent, because there is 
no lift, and the only way 
up to the top is to climb 
a ladder that is 180 foot 


high! The climb often 
gets to people, and they 
get plenty of time to 
look down as they climb 
up, and as they wait their 
turn at the top. 

Sharonmarie said: 
“Fortunately, I am not 
scared of heights, but the 
surgery has left me with 
limited feeling in the 
soles of my feet.. 

“This meant that I had 
to make the climb by 
putting all my weight on 
my toes, which was very 
tiring. 

“Once I was up there, 
however, it was a bril¬ 
liant experience. 

“I did it to raise funds 
for Tenovus, but also as 
a way of thanking all the 
wonderful volunteers we 
have in the Cowbridge 
branch. 

“They are a great 
crowd and it is a real 
pleasure to come to 
work. I really do love 
my job, and they have 
been so supportive.” 

Sponsorship money is 
still coming in, but 
Sharonmarie has already 
passed the £500 mark, 
and staff at Tenovus will 
be only to happy to 
accept any further dona¬ 
tions.

He added: “I do, 
apparently, get some 
free tickets, so that is a 
bonus! I assume they 
will be for the fencing.” 

Back in 1948, Luke 
came up against the 
nations who were 
strongest in the disci¬ 
pline. 

He said: “The French 
were the strongest in foil 
and epee, while the 
Hungarians were 
supreme at sabre. The 
Italians were also a 
strong all-round team.” 

Funnily enough, those 
nations are still at the 
top in fencing today. 

Luke was selected in 
the foil competition, 
where groups of six 
would compete against 
each other in a pool sys¬ 
tem, with the top per¬ 
formers moving on to 
the next round. 

Luke remembered: “I 
made it through the pool 
stages, but was knocked 
out in the next round.” 

There were no luxury 
hotels, or athletes’ vil¬ 
lages in those days. 

Luke said: “My fami¬ 
ly lived in London, so I 
was expected to travel 
each day from home. 

The competitors from 
outside London stayed 
in Nissen huts in 
Ruislip! 

“When it came to the 
medal ceremonies, an 
orange box was brought 
out for the winner to 
stand on, and the nation¬ 
al anthem was played on 
a gramophone!” 

The fencers were able 
to make their way to the 
athletics stadium and 
watch the events, and it 
is here that Luke finds 
that time may be playing 
tricks on him. 

He said: “I have a 
memory of watching the 
great Dutch athlete 
Fanny Blankers-Koen, 
who won four golds at 
the London games. 

“The trouble is, I just 
can’t be sure if I am 
remembering being 
there, or remembering 
the newsreels of the 
time. 

“Similarly, I have a 
memory of watching 
Jesse Owens in the long 
jump in the Berlin 
Olympics, but I still 
can’t be sure that I am 
remembering the news¬ 
reels!” 

A case of the ‘real 
thing’ or the ‘newsreel 
thing’! 

Luke continued to 
compete after 1948, and 
was also selected for the 
1952 Helsinki

Olympics. 

However, his sporting 
career gradually came to 
an end when he moved 
to Cheshire. Asa chem¬ 
istry graduate, he was 
now working in the 
chemicals industry. 

He reflected: “There 
weren’t many fencing 
clubs in Cheshire.” 

In 1968, Luke was 
offered the post of man¬ 
ager of a plant in Baglan 
Bay. At first, he checked 
out the area and stayed 
in a hotel in the Gower. 

He looked around 
and, when he came to 
Cowbridge, he decided 
that this was the place 
for him. 

He said: “My wife 
came down and I drove 
her around too. I didn’t 
tell her that I was keen 
on Cowbridge. 

“We stayed in the 
Bear and, almost as 
soon as we arrived, she 
said this was the place!” 

Luke has now lived in 
Cowbridge for 42 years. 
He and his wife had a 
son and daughter, both 
now in their 50s. 

His son is a silver¬ 
smith and teaches handi¬ 
capped children, and his 
daughter is a consultant, 
specialising in medical 
conditions of the liver. 

Luke’s first wife died 
nine years ago, and six 
years ago, he married 
Linda Williams. He 
said: “Linda had been a 
good friend of my wife, 
and was there during her 
illness. 

“Three years later, we 
decided to get married, 
and I am so pleased that 
we did.” 

In 2012, Luke will be 
in London, and the 
Olympics has grown out 
of all recognition since 
then.

A time to 
remember 
my father’s 
sacrifice

I LIVE in Wick, and 
came here to this 
small village to have 
a quality of life 
denied to us in the 
city of Cardiff - to 
find a small pocket 
of peace in an ever 
changing world, to 
provide a place for 
my aged father to 
live out his last 
days. 

The sea and the coast¬ 
line here reminded him 
of his youth in Norway. 
We would sit on Nash 
Point and I would watch 
as he longed for his youth 
and his sailor days. 

Now he is lost to us, 
lost at the age of 90 - a 
good age and a good life, 
and he was with us till his 
time of passing. 

I write now as it is my 
time of remembrance. He 
loved the turning of the 
year, the time from sum¬ 
mer to autumn and the 
scents of winter coming. 

My father’s youth was 
of war and courage. 
What was asked of him 
then will never be asked 
of me here - what he, and 
others like him, did to 
enable us to have this 
peace here in Wick. 

He sailed as a gunner 


in the dark and dreadful 
cold North Sea, taking 
supplies back to besieged 
Norway. Many a time he 
was in the sea itself as the 
ship went down and oth¬ 
ers drowned, but my 
father survived, to be 
awarded medals of hon¬ 
our and to be with us till 
his end. 

A mostly silent man, 
with few words, he led 
by example, but the few 
words remain: 

Firstly, walk right 
(walk the way of the 
righteous ) then stand 
firm ( stand firm in your 
beliefs) and, mostly, do 
no harm (walk away from 
a fight if you can). 

A small Mass will be 
held, and a tree planted 
as I consider his life and 
what I can still learn from 
his being in this world, 
the things he gave up to 
make us safe and to be 
able to live in liberty. 

The planting of the 
Norwegian maple tree in 
Monks Wood will enable 
my son and I to have 
somewhere to visit, to 
plant flowers and give 
remembrance. 

His ashes I scattered to 
the winds and the sea, as 
he so wished.

Holly’s charity night aims to 
help brain tumour research

A CHARITY night 
is being held in 
Bridgend to raise 
funds for research 
into brain tumours 
- to help a 15-year- 
old girl who has an 
inoperable brain 
tumour. 

It was two years ago 
that Holly Timbrell was 
given the diagnosis that 
devastated her family, 
and her mother Karen is 
determined to raise as 
much cash as she can to 
try and speed up 
research into a relatively 
“unfashionable” area. 

Karen told The GEM 
about how the family 
had found itself caught 
up in a nightmare. 

She said: “It started 
more than two years 
ago, when Holly started 
getting severe 
headaches. 

“She went for tests 


and, eventually, the diag¬ 
nosis was confirmed. 

The news was devastat¬ 
ing.” 

Holly had to endure a 
series of operations, a 
bitter irony considering 
that doctors felt from the 
start that it was so deep 
that it would be inopera¬ 
ble. 

Karen said: “Holly 
has had four operations 
and a biopsy, and she 
will have to go in again 
soon for another proce¬ 
dure. 

“For the moment, she 
is relatively well and 
getting on with her life, 
but her life hangs in the 
balance daily.” 

Karen feels that brain 
tumours are not a “popu¬ 
lar” cancer and despite 
the tragic consequences 
and increasing figures, 
the research is not keep¬ 
ing pace with other can¬ 
cers. 

She said: “There are

W HEN I 
spoke at 
the annu¬ 
al conference of the 
organisation 
‘Disability Wales’, 

I knew I would 
learn a great deal 
about the adverse 
impact of the 
changes and cuts in 
welfare benefits, 
and the numbers of 
people who would 
be affected in 
Wales. 

I was right, the fig¬ 
ures speak for them¬ 
selves - around 23 per 
cent of the population 
of Wales has some form 
of disability. 

A quarter of a million 
people claim the 
Disability Living 
Allowance; 10 per cent 
of our working age pop¬ 
ulation receive 
Incapacity 

Benefit/Employment 
Support Allowance; and 
66,000 people receive 
home community care 
services. 

In addition, over 
2,000 receive the 
Independent Living 
fund. 

Last year, the 
Chancellor announced 
unparalleled cuts to 
public spending in his 
Budget statements 
affecting the grant to the 
Welsh Government but 
also to welfare benefits. 

He announced over 
£14bn worth of cuts to 
the welfare benefits 
budget, which is having 
a major impact on dis¬ 
abled people. 

On behalf of the 
Welsh Government, our 
Minister for Social 
Services, Gwenda 
Thomas AM, has met 
with the UK 
Government Minister 
for Disabled People, to 
raise our concerns about 
the impact of the cuts in 
disability benefits; and 
we are represented on a 
cross-government group 


to address employment 
issues for disabled peo¬ 
ple. 

We are also support¬ 
ing research into the 
link between welfare 
benefits and social care 
in Wales and the likely 
impact of any changes. 

We know we have to 
reduce our budgets, but 
it is a question of priori¬ 
ties and we have always 
said that we would seek 
to protect vulnerable 
people and support the 
economic recovery. 

That is why it is 
important to keep our 
concessionary fares for 
disabled people and 
their companions and 
protect our social serv¬ 
ices funding for local 
authorities. 

At the conference last 
week, I spoke about our 
concerns with the pace 
and scale of changes to 
the benefits system and 
the impact this will 
have on disabled people 
and the increased pres¬ 
sure on local services. 

It is clear that the UK 
Government expects 
local authorities to meet 
any shortfall in provi¬ 
sions caused by the 
changes, and there is no 
sign of any additional 
funding to help Wales 
meet this shortfall. 

This could have a 
major impact on our 
policies to help disabled 
people to live independ¬ 
ently. 

Every local authority 
is having to make sav¬ 
ings, and it is a chal¬ 
lenge to do this while 
protecting services. 

A recent report, spon¬ 
sored by SCOPE, 
looked at the changes 
and fortunately came to 
the conclusion that 
Welsh councils were not 
experiencing such big 
changes as those in 
England, because the 
Welsh Government 
chose to protect local 
government services as 
far as we could. 

Overall, the SCOPE 


report found that the 
picture in Wales is more 
stable than in England 
and the new charging 
guidelines for care, 
which we introduced 
last year with extra 
funding, has been a sta¬ 
bilising influence and 
are more generous than 
in England. 

At the conference, I 
was pleased to 
announce that we are 
developing a framework 
for action on independ¬ 
ent living for disabled 
people. 

This will be devel¬ 
oped across the whole 
Welsh Government, 
covering housing, 
heath,care, leisure and 
all aspects of life. 

Alongside this we are 
consulting on our new 
public sector duties 
under the Equality Act 
2010, which all public 
bodies must follow. 

The Welsh 
Government website 
has background infor¬ 
mation on these new 
duties and there is a 
questionnaire for people 
to answer, so that they 
can identify the barriers 
they face and call on the 
Government to take 
action to address them. 

These duties will be 
all the more important 
as the harsh reality of 
the welfare benefit cuts 
hit home for many peo¬ 
ple, as I have found in 
my recent surgeries, 
with people coming to 
tell me how it has 
affected them. 

Over 1,000 people 
marched through 
Cardiff last Saturday, as 
part of the ‘Hardest Hit’ 
rallies which took place 
across the UK to raise 
awareness of the cuts to 
benefits affecting dis¬ 
abled people, amidst 
warnings from disabled 
groups that there will be 
further benefit cuts. 

Disabled people want 
to live independently, 
they want to work if 
they can, live healthily, 
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make a contribution and 
get involved in commu¬ 
nity activities, but they 
need financial support, 
adapted housing and 
access to transport. 

Much of this is 
threatened by the wel¬ 
fare benefit changes, 
which are deep and 
extensive. 

I hope we can help 
mitigate against these in 
our policies and prac¬ 
tice with the funding 
and levers we have got 
in the Welsh 
Government.

R eaders of The 

GEM will know by 
now that the Vale 
planning committee met 
last week and unani¬ 
mously objected to the 
planning application to 
test trill for shale gas in 
Llandow. 

A terrific result and a huge 
success for the Vale Says No 
campaigners, residents, busi¬ 
nesses and local politicians 
who all actively voiced their 
concerns and lodged their 
objections to the gas explo¬ 
ration planning application. 

Back in March, I wrote an 
article in The GEM drawing 
attention to the application, 
and noted my strong objec¬ 
tions to the application for 
shale gas by Coastal Oil & 
Gas. 

The Vale Says No lead cam¬ 
paigner, Louise Evans, has 
worked hard over the last 
seven months to raise aware¬ 
ness of the local application, 
but also the wider issues 
regarding shale gas explo¬ 
ration and extraction in the 
UK as a whole. 

Louise and the team have 
set an example to other cam¬ 
paign groups on how to suc¬ 
cessfully and peacefully raise 
awareness and support across 
communities that ultimately 
deliver a powerful message to 
planners and developers. 

In its crudest terms, this 
planning application could 
been described as a bid 
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Vale MP

to merely dig a hole on the 
business estate in Llandow. 

However, this was simply 
not the case. My main con¬ 
cerns regarding this 
exploratory application were 
the potential consequences of 
shale gas being found. 

The members of the plan¬ 
ning committee are legally 
bound to consider the evi¬ 
dence based on planning mat¬ 
ters and on local and national 
policy. 

I think our local councillors 
deserve huge congratulations 
for taking a stand last 
Thursday at the planning 
committee meeting and mak¬ 
ing the right choice by reject¬ 
ing this application. 

Over recent months, I had 


contacted the current 
Minister in the Welsh 
Government to ‘call in’ this 
application, as well as his 
predecessor in the role during 
the first half 2011. 

This request was based on 
the Welsh Government’s lack 
of technical advice and guid¬ 
ance on the exploration and 
extraction of shale gas provid¬ 
ed to the local authority. 

Planning is a devolved mat¬ 
ter and approval or rejection 
of any gas exploratory plan¬ 
ning applications within 
Wales is defined as a responsi¬ 
bility for Welsh Government 
and the guidance they provide 
to our local authorities. 

It is up to us to make the 
strongest case possible and I 
will continue to urge the 
Welsh Government to take 
action with regard to this and 
similar gas exploration plan¬ 
ning applications. 

I fear that we have not 
heard the last from Coastal 
Oil & Gas. 

The Vale is a great place to 
live and work; and I want it 
to remain that way - the 
small rural villages, the fan¬ 
tastic coastline, country roads 
and a focus on agriculture to 
the west and the vibrancy of 
Barry, Wales’ largest town to 
the east, with its own coast¬ 
line, history and heritage. 

Any future gas exploration 
could put this at risk.

COUNCILLORS 
on a Vale Council 
planning committee 
were praised last 
week by ‘anti-frack¬ 
ing’ campaigners, 
after unanimously 
throwing out an 
application to test 
drill for shale gas. 

However, the compa¬ 
ny making the applica¬ 
tion, Coastal Oil and 
Gas, made it clear that an 
appeal would be lodged, 
arguing that test drilling 
did not involve any of the 
techniques used in frack¬ 
ing. 

Controversy surrounds 
the process of hydraulic 
fracturing, better known 
now as fracking, because 
sand, water and some 
chemicals are pumped 
into fissures in shale beds 
hundreds of metres 
below ground. 

Campaigners argue 
that there is a risk of con¬ 
tamination in ground 
water. They also say that 


the process of setting up 
drilling rigs to commer¬ 
cially extract shale gas 
will badly disrupt the 
Vale. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
welcomed the decision to 
reject the test drilling 
application in Llandow. 

She said: “I have 
called for a moratorium 
on gas shale drilling and 
extraction and objected 
to this application to the 
Vale Council. I welcome 
the Vale Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee’s deci¬ 
sion to reject this appli¬ 
cation in Llandow.” 

Andy Chyba of the 
Bridgend Green Party 
said: “This represents a 
total vindication of the 
stance we have taken 
from the outset of this 
campaign back in 
January. 

“It also represents a 
triumph for people 
power, with the people of 
Llandow and the Vale 
being prepared to wrestle 
with the issues in order to 
understand them, and

then go out and compre¬ 
hensively win the argu¬ 
ments calmly, rationally 
and on merit. 

“Louise Evans and the 
whole ‘Vale Says No!’ 
team have achieved far 
more than any political 
party could achieve in 
terms of raising aware¬ 
ness of the issues. 

“I would also like to 
acknowledge the very 
brave decision taken by 
the planning committee 
this evening. 

“It was made up of 10 
Conservatives, five 
Labour, two Plaid Cymru 
and two Independents 
and to obtain a unani¬ 
mous verdict, is a stun¬ 
ning result that ought to 
reverberate around the 
nation. 

“It is a sensational 
precedent, as I am pretty 
certain it is the very first 
time a shale gas test 
drilling application has 
been opposed anywhere 
in the UK.” 

Andrew RT Davies, a 
regional AM for South 
Wales Central, said: “It is 
regrettable that council 
officers were put in a dif¬ 
ficult position through a 


lack of support from the 
Welsh Government. 

“I have argued for 
some time that this is a 
matter of national signif¬ 
icance and have, along¬ 
side other local politi¬ 
cians, been asking the 
Welsh Government to 
call this application in. 

“We should also pay 
enormous tribute to the 
Vale Says No campaign 
and others who have 
worked tirelessly to raise 
the profile of this issue.” 

The Plaid Cymru 
spokesperson for the 
Vale, Dr Ian Johnson, 
was concerned about 
what might happen at an 
appeal. 

He said: “As we saw 
when Vale councillors 
refused permission for an 
incinerator on Barry 
Docks, the decisions of 
our elected representa¬ 
tives can be overturned 
on appeal to planning 
inspectors who have no 
public mandate. 

“That this can happen 
is unacceptable and 
shows a need for the 
planning process to be 
changed.” 

South Wales Central 
AM Eluned Parrott said 
“I am delighted the Vale 
of Glamorgan council¬ 
lors have voted against 
this uncertain process 


despite contrary advice 
from planning officers. 

“This should have 
been called in by the 
Minister and I am still 
keen that the Minister 
will provide guidance on 
the general issue of 
fracking and its associat¬ 
ed drilling. 

“The matter has not 
been laid to rest and there 
will be an appeal which 
must also be contested 
vigorously.” 

Andy Chyba said that, 
in his opinion, the appli¬ 
cation had failed because 
of “the lack of any regu¬ 
latory regime designed 
specifically for this 
industry”. 

He went on: “Test 
drilling applications 
should not be considered 
in isolation. They are 
simply the first step in a 
linked set of stages to full 
production. 

“If there is no chance 
of allowing subsequent 
stages, there is no point 
in allowing the first 
stage. 

“The councillors on 
the committee accepted 
this argument against the 
advice of their planning 
officers, whose tick box 
sheets presumably can¬ 
not cope with ‘big pic¬ 
ture’ thinking.”

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Man airlifted to safety 
at Southerndown beach 


RESCUE services 
were scrambled on 
Tuesday (October 
25) this week when 
a man became 
trapped by the 
incoming tide at 
cliffs in 

Southerndown. 

At about 4.30pm, 
the HM Coastguard 
Search and Cliff 
Rescue team, based in 
Llantwit Major, were 
called out to the 23- 
year-old man when he 
became cut off on a 
walk from Ogmore-by- 
Sea to Southerndown. 

A spokesman said: 
“The rescue was a 
multi-agency response, 
which was overseen 
remotely by the 
Maritime Co- 
Ordination Centre in 
Swansea and also 
involved Porthcawl 
Coastguards, RNLI 
Porthcawl, RAF 


Rescue 169, South 
Wales Police and the 
Police helicopter. 

“The casualty, who 
became stuck on a 
ledge due to the rising 
tide, was airlifted to 
safety by the helicop¬ 
ter, which then landed 
at a site prepared by 
the Coastguards before 
returning to its base at 
Chivenor.” 

Robin Jackson, sta¬ 
tion officer of the 
Llantwit Major 
Coastguard team, 
sounded a warning to 
anyone out walking on 
the coast: 

“This is another 
example where along 
our coastline the speed 
of incoming tides is not 
fully understood, and 
individuals often 
unknowingly place 
themselves in danger.”

Council planning appeal 
is a ‘surprise’ for Vale MP 


THE Vale MP, Alun 
Cairns, has 

expressed his “sur¬ 
prise” that the 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) is lodging 
an appeal against its 
neighbouring local 
authority - the Vale 
of Glamorgan. 

The planning appeal 
concerns the Ogmore 
Residential Centre at 
Ogmore by Sea, which 


is owned by BCBC, but 
is within the planning 
boundaries of the Vale 
Council. 

The appeal follows 
the decision by the Vale 
Council to refuse plan¬ 
ning permission for the 
demolition of existing 
buildings and redevelop¬ 
ment of the site for resi¬ 
dential purposes. 

Mr Cairns came out 
against the plans to build 
84 houses on the site of

Mr Cairns said this 
week: “I’m surprised 
and disappointed that 
one democratic organi¬ 
sation has lodged an 
appeal against another.

Mr Cairns is also crit¬ 
ical of the tight grip that 
the Welsh Government 
has imposed on planning 
authorities. 

He continued: “Local 
authorities have been put 
into a strait jacket by all 
the regulations imposed 
by the Welsh 
Government. 

“However, I was 
pleased that the Vale 
Council listened to resi¬ 
dents’ concerns and fol¬ 
lowed its own planning 
policies and turned 
down the original appli¬ 


cation. In England, plan¬ 
ning authorities have a 
lot more leeway to take 
decisions in the best 
interests of the people in 
their area. 

“Here in Wales, we 
have a more centralised 
form of planning con¬ 
trol. 

“There is a risk that 
the Welsh Government 
could approve the appeal 
which goes against local 
residents’ wishes for 
their own community 
and the WG would also 
charge the legal costs of 
the appeal to local coun¬ 
cil tax payers.” 

Mr Cairns added that 
Ogmore by Sea was a 
village of 400 houses 
with few facilities. 

He stressed that any 
proposed development 
must be of a suitable 
scale so that the increase 
in population can be 
absorbed into the com¬ 
munity.

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RoSPA CALLS FOR 
TIME CHANGE 
WITH DARK NIGHTS 
DRAWING IN 


W ITH the dark nights draw¬ 
ing in, RoSPA has renewed 
calls for a change in the 
way the UK operates ‘winter time’. 

For decades, the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents has been at the fore¬ 
front of a crusade to give the country an 
extra hour of evening daylight - citing 
research that shows lighter nights would save 
80 lives and prevent more than 200 serious 
injuries on our roads each year. 

Apart from the avoidance of grief and suf¬ 
fering, the organisation argues that fewer 
road accidents would also bring considerable 
annual savings to taxpayers. 

RoSPA believes the clock change campaign 
is closer to succeeding now than at any time 
since 1970, thanks to Rebecca Harris MP’s 
Private Members’ Bill - which passed its sec¬ 
ond reading in Parliament last December 
with a huge majority. 

To help the Bill clear the next hurdle, 
RoSPA is calling on the public to help con¬ 
vince Westminster of its popularity.

If successful, the Bill will lead to the 
Government carrying out a cross-departmen¬ 
tal analysis of the benefits of Single/Double 
Summer Time (GMT+1 in winter / GMT+2 in 
summer) - which in turn could trigger a 
three-year trial. 

Tom Mullarkey, RoSPA’s chief executive, 
said: “Now that darkness is about to descend 
- and with it an almost inevitable spike in 
road accidents at twilight, we need to rekin¬ 
dle the debate. 

“With Rebecca Harris’s Daylight Saving 
Bill about to be discussed in the House of 
Commons again, it’s time to see some democ¬ 
racy in action.” 

He pointed out: “At a time of extraordi¬ 
nary government spending cuts, you would 
think that politicians would read the 2009

Department for Transport report, which 
showed that the implementation of this meas¬ 
ure would cost the department £5million - 
but save £138million that year and every year 
thereafter.” 

Mr Mullarkey said his concern was that no 
UK party appeared willing to risk its Scottish 
vote by promoting the issue, because they 
feared they might weaken their share of the 
vote north of the border - especially while 
there was talk of a referendum on independ¬ 
ence. 

He argued: “So we may as well describe it 
for what it is: a political calculation at a sen¬ 
ior level, taking away these potential benefits 
from 60 million people, so that party electoral 
stability, and the strength of the Union, can 
be protected, or at least not put to the test.” 

RoSPA claims that if a trial was successful 
we would end up: 

• Healthier - because we would have more 
evening daylight to take exercise and be out¬ 
side 

• Wealthier - because we would save 
money on electricity, inject £3billion into the 
economy through tourism and create 60,000 
new jobs (if ever we needed that fillip, now is 
the time!) 

• More secure - because our elderly would 
have an hour shorter winter “curfew” and 
evening crime would fall 

• Safer - because 80 lives would be saved 
on the roads per year and 212 serious injuries 
avoided 

• Greener - because we would reduce our 
carbon emissions by 450,000 tons per year, 
equivalent to 85 per cent of all the renewable 
energy we currently generate, enough to 
power two-thirds of Glasgow.

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Local councils 
given a tough 
grant settlement 


THE Welsh Government has 
announced how much ‘core 
funding’ it will be giving to 
local councils, as they plan 
their budget for next year 
(2012/13). 

Local Government Minister Carl 
Sargeant announced that both 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) and the Vale Council will get 
slight rises. 

He said: “Despite the budget reduc¬ 
tions imposed on Wales by the UK 
Government, I am increasing slightly 
the cash funding of local authorities in 
the coming years.” 

However, that increase is slight, 
with the Vale Council getting 0.2 per 
cent more - moving from 
£150,597,000 to £150,872,000. 

BCBC gets a 0.5 per cent rise, from 
£178,692,000 to £179,649,000. 


Mr Sargeant went on to say: “To 
protect schools, the settlement includes 
an increase in funding for education of 
around £80 million by 2014-15. 

“There is also an increase of £35 
million to enable councils to meet the 
pressure on vital social services for the 
young and old during these difficult 
times.” 

As there are 22 local authorities in 
Wales, the Minister appears to be say¬ 
ing that, after the £80million is split 
between the councils, there is just short 
of £4 million extra for schools. 

Similarly, after the £35 million for 
social services is divided, he is arguing 
that councils will get £1.5 million 
extra. 

Clearly, he expects cuts to be made 
in other parts of the councils’ budgets. 
He closed by saying that it would be 
possible for councils, if they chose, to 
freeze council tax bills.

HESTON DISTILS 
HIS TIPS INTO A 
SMALLER TOME 


H eston 
blumen- 

TAL is the 
chef who sets the 
trends that filter 
down to the 
nation’s restaurants 
and his innovative 
approach to cook¬ 
ing is de-mystified 
in his latest book 
Heston Blumenthal 
At Home. 

If you want to see 
food through Heston 
Blumenthal's eyes, pop a 
biscuit in your mouth, 
pinch your nose and 
breath in. 

It won’t taste of 
much, because flavour 
comes entirely via 
‘aroma molecules’, he 
explained. But it’s the 
kind of experiment that 
inspires his day-to-day 
cooking and has helped 
him to turn dining out 
into a quixotic art form. 

In Heston Blumenthal 
At Home , the three - 
Michelin-starred chef 
attempts to lay bare his 
thought processes, with¬ 
out recourse to the epic 
commands contained in 
his seminal 532-page 
Big Fat Duck Cookbook 
of three years ago. 

To recap, his bacon 
and ice cream mixture 
needed to infuse for 10 
hours, then mature for 
another 10, before you 
poured on liquid nitro¬ 
gen! 

This time sizzling 
culinary facts - both 
technical and trivial - 
intermingle with easy-to- 
imitate recipes, mostly 
confined to one page of 
text. 

“If you ask me for my 
guilty pleasure, it’s 
prawn cocktail,” said 
Blumenthal. 

“When I was growing 
up in the Seventies, you 
could only get one type 
of pasta, and you could 
only get olive oil from 
chemists - but that's not 
to say there wasn't food 
from that era you didn't 
grow to love. For me, 
it’s prawn cocktail. 

“When I get home 
late, after working in the 
Fat Duck, there’s noth¬ 
ing I like better than to 
raid the fridge for it. 

“Being such an 
addict, I'm deeply resist¬ 
ant to attempts to muck 
around with the ingredi¬ 
ents, but putting a little 
chopped basil and tar¬ 
ragon into the mix intro¬ 
duces some fresh, lively 
extra flavour; as does 
scraping the seeds from 
a vanilla pod and adding 
them to the mayonnaise. 

“It’s funny, as we 
think of vanilla as sweet, 
but if you chew a vanilla 
pod, it’s as bitter as cof-

fee.” 

Reading his cook¬ 
book, it’s easy to get 
absorbed by his bold tac¬ 
tics. 

Even if you do think 
spritzing Kirsch into the 
air to accompany your 
Black Forest gateau, or 
smearing fan blades with 
a maritime scent to 
accentuate the flavour of 
your salmon dish, might 
be going too far. 

“I’m a bit weird,” 
admits Blumenthal, as 
he analyses why he 


cooks in such extreme 
terms, and dreams up 
dishes such as snail por¬ 
ridge. 

“We’ve got a psycho¬ 
metric test we do for 
staff, and I thought, 77/ 
do it myself’. 

“It tends to put people 
into two categories - 
creative or logical. I’m 
literally chalk and 
cheese. I’m left-handed 
with chopping and writ¬ 
ing - in everything else, 
right-handed.” 

This could well 
explain how his madly 
creative impulses sit so 
easily alongside a love 
of rational, scientific 
exploration!

FOR INFECTIOUS VIEWING 


H aving 

made his 
reputation 
with low-budget 
pieces such as Sex, 
Lies and Videotape , 
Steven 

Soderbergh’s ele¬ 
vation to A-list 
director via Out of 
Sight and Erin 
Brokovich was a 
pleasing surprise. 

Since then, he has 
balanced mainstream 
fare, such as the Oceans 
trilogy, with the more 
cerebral and thought- 
provoking likes of the 
Che films and Bubble, 
with his latest film, 
Contagion, returning 
him to the ensemble-led 
sensibility of Traffic. 

The film centres 
around the threat posed 
by a deadly disease as it 
afflicts the world, and 
the efforts of doctors to 
stop the virus, and fea¬ 
tures an all-star cast 
including Matt Damon, 
Kate Winslet, Jude Law, 
Laurence Fishburne and 
Marion Cotillard; but 
will they be able to stop 
it or will the world feel 
the full brunt of it... 

Given that the global 
population has endured 
both bird flu and SARS 
in recent years, the tim¬ 
ing of Contagion isn’t 
bad going, particularly 


the response to these 
diseases was panic on a 
large scale. 

That being said, had 
the reaction been any¬ 
thing like the one in the 
film it would have made 
for an unsettling experi¬ 
ence as Contagion 
ramps up the drama and 
tension, resulting in a 
film that serves as a 
stark warning to the 
dangers of disease and 
also man’s desire to sur¬ 
vive above all other 
things. 

With its ‘disaster 
movie of the week’ set¬ 
up, screenwriter Scott Z 
Bums does a pretty 
good job of steering it 
away from cliche, with 
no cuts to the President 
talking about how to 
manage the populace, 
no square-jawed hero 
trying to stop the vims, 
nor a cheesy set-piece 
in sight. 

Instead, he concen¬ 
trates on the human 
drama, veering from 
political discussion 
about the nature of the 
vims, what can be done 
to stop it and the costs 
involved, both financial 
and human, to the con¬ 
cerns of the man on the 
street, attempting to 
navigate a world stmck 
by food shortages, to 
the people attempting to 
profit from the disease 
and its cure. 


It is an intelligent 
screenplay that raises 
valid questions and 
offers possible solu¬ 
tions, rather than defini¬ 
tive ones, while similar¬ 
ly showing that even 
those in charge of solv¬ 
ing the problem are fal¬ 
lible to the concerns of 
the human condition, 
Bums stressing at all 
times the effects of the 
disease both on the 
infected and the non- 
infected. 

Steven Soderbergh 
could easily have cho¬ 
sen to go for spectacle 
in terms of his direc¬ 
tion, but instead directs 
with an economy that 
opts for maximum 
impact, the lingering 
close-ups of door han¬ 
dles, glasses, a bowl of 
bar-room nuts both 
creeping you out and 
making you reach for 
the hand-sanitiser. 

He also gives you a 
teasing glimpse into the 
way the world has 
cmmbled post-vims, 
streets overspilling with 
litter as people in haz- 
mat suits walk around, 
while shops and homes 
are looted as the world 
becomes a lawless soci¬ 
ety; if the meat weren’t 
infected, the next step 
would almost certainly 
be men turning into 
cannibals, such is the 
level of disorder.

He also marshals an 
all-star cast well, just 
about getting the bal¬ 
ance between the multi¬ 
ple narratives, some¬ 
thing he excelled at 
with Traffic, but losing 
some of the impact in 
the process. 

Matt Damon is per¬ 
haps the most rootable 
character on show, a 
family man shorn of the 
majority of his family 
and trying to protect his 
daughter, make sense of 


what is going on and 
come to terms with his 
grief. That the actor 
achieves this in a low- 
key performance is par¬ 
ticularly impressive, but 
Damon doesn’t have to 
carry the piece alone. 

Jennifer Ehle’s 
research scientist cre¬ 
ates ripples with a 
strong performance that 
seemingly comes from 
nowhere, while 
Laurence Fishburne as 
the head of the Centre 
for Disease Control, 
captures the essence of 
a man doing his best for 
the world but also help¬ 
ing his family. 

While Kate Winslet 
is suitably headstrong as 
a doctor on the front¬ 
line, Marion Cottillard 
is let down by a weak 
story strand that feels a 
little too out of sync 
from the rest of the 
film. 

If Jude Law’s aim 
was to make his activist 
blogger an annoying 
pain, then the actor is 
far better than I would 
give him credit for, but 
as it is, feels a little too 
forced, despite the char¬ 
acter’s importance in 
debunking the modern- 
day snake oil salesmen 
that pop up when situa¬ 
tions like this arise. 

However, in terms of 
creating fear and ten¬ 
sion from a disease, the 


film doesn’t really put a 
foot wrong, the fear an 
all-too familiar one 
which plays on our nat¬ 
ural concerns of sur¬ 
vival; certainly once 
you’ve watched 
Contagion you’ll be far 
more aware of coughs 
and sneezes than ever 
before... 

VERDICT-A well- 
made film that will cer¬ 
tainly strike a chord, 
Contagion is a film that 
focuses on fear and ten¬ 
sion magnified through 
human concerns. 

Achieving this 
through an unseen dis¬ 
ease takes some doing, 
but Scott Z Burns’ 
script, strong direction 
from Steven Soderbergh 
and some well-tuned 
performances from the 
ensemble cast help to 
pull it off, in what is a 
stark warning as to the 
dangers of disease. 
Recommended.

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Land Cruiser has evolved 


THE Range Rover is the 
longest-established luxury 
4x4... Right? Wrong! It was 
launched in 1970, but the 
Toyota Land Cruiser was 
actually introduced 19 
years earlier. 

This came as quite a surprise to 
me. Admittedly, there have been 
quite a few different versions 
starting off with the rugged Jeep¬ 
like open top AK in 1951 - in fact 
I was the proud owner of a remote 
control version when I was 
younger. 

The BJ and FJ models, from 
1951 to 1955, followed. Over time 
the Land Cruiser has evolved to 
become an ultra-luxurious, highly 
capable off-roader and the current 
200 series was launched in 2008. 

In recognition of its 60 years in 
production, Toyota has introduced 
a special 60th anniversary model, 
available in either 3-litre diesel or 
4.5-litre V8 versions. 

The 3-litre model tested comes 
complete with triple-zone climate 
control air conditioning, Toyota’s 
Easy Flat rear seat system with 
third row seats (powered), leather 
upholstery, HDD navigation sys¬ 
tem, multi-terrain Select system, 
Crawl Control, and JBL 17-speak- 
er premium audio. 

Oh, and did I mention the cool 
box underneath the central armrest 
in the front? It’s not far off the size 
of a mini fridge and operates in 
conjunction with the air condition¬ 
ing. 

The Land Cruiser is a gargantu¬ 
an beast. It seems to dwarf other 
vehicles considered to be competi¬ 
tors such as those ‘Chelsea trac¬ 
tors’ from Mercedes and 
Volkswagen. 

But it is much more than just a 
bit of eye-candy, it has been built 
for a proper purpose. Toyota is tar¬ 
geting affluent and demanding

owners who require a vehicle 
that’s smart enough to be parked 
outside their offices (which they’ll 
probably also own), can happily 
tow their boats and trailers and 
off-roads to its heart’s content. 

Parkers, the car experts, write 
that it is “amazingly capable in 
difficult terrain”. A vehicle for 
farmers or property developers 
perhaps - those who don’t want to 
appear too flamboyant and have a 
bit of taste... From the outside it is 
perhaps a little staid but it certain¬ 
ly doesn’t blend into the back¬ 
ground. 

I particularly like the boot, 
because it can either open as a 
complete door for easy loading or, 
if something light like a gym bag 
needs to be thrown in, the glass 
can be opened separately. The rear 
wiper is neatly concealed, too. 

It’s no surprise to learn that the 
Toyota Land Cruiser is so popular 
in the Middle East with Sheikhs 
who drive these uncomplaining 
beasts through sand dunes in the 
baking desert for a bit of fun. 

Inside the Land Cruiser are lux¬ 
urious black leather seats and such 
a high driving position that useful 
side steps are provided to easy 
entry. 

There’s a bit of wood effect too 
on the steering wheel and door 
inserts, which is a nice touch. 

Equipped with five-speed auto¬ 


matic gearbox and cruise control, 
it is capable of returning around 
30mpg. 

Initially, it feels a little bulky 
but it doesn’t take long to really 
warm to it. In a past life I used to 
horse ride and sitting so high up 
reminds me of those days - the 
commanding driving position giv¬ 
ing a great sense of security. 

It’s an intimidating brute too, 
other drivers moving into the cen¬ 
tre lane of the motorway when 
they see it in their rear view mir¬ 
rors. It happily cruises at the 
national speed limit. 

The week of the test was a chal¬ 
lenging time on Britain’s roads, 
heavy congestion delaying my 
daily commute. 

One particular challenge was 
presented when an oversized 
mobile home was being transport¬ 
ed on the back of an oncoming 
lorry. All the traffic had to move 
onto the pavement to make way - 
the Land Cruiser making very 
light work of this task. 

“Off-roaders that are truly capa¬ 
ble off-road are becoming harder 
to find with most 4x4s designed 
primarily for tarmac roads than 
muddy tracks,” says Parkers. 

“But the Land Cruiser sticks to 
its traditional roots as a vehicle 
that has the ability to go pretty 
much anywhere. 

“On difficult terrain it’s hugely 
impressive, helped by sophisticat¬ 
ed and genuinely useful off-road 
systems, allowing it to tackle 
seemingly impassable ground.”

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AS WALES LOOK BACK ON LOST OPPORTUNITIES... 

LESSONS THERE TO BE LEARNT 
FOR NEXT RUGBY WORLD CUP

AFTER seven weeks of rugby heroics 
and missing out on a first World Cup 
final by just one point (8-9) to France in 
a semi-final Wales knew they should 
have won, despite being a man down - 
it was inevitable that the battle for 
‘bronze’ should prove something of an 
anti-climax at Eden Park, Auckland - 
with the main event taking place there 
two days later. 

The young team had been dismissed as ‘no- 
hopers’ by most pundits outside Wales (and 
some inside) before the tournament began; 
but had won widespread acclaim for the 
manner of their displays in a tough pool D, 
beginning with the battling 16-17 loss to 
defending champions, South Africa - and 
also the 22-10 quarter final victory over 
Ireland. 

Having made the critics sit up with gutsy 
performances of style and power, and a 
robust defence built on phenomenal physical 
fitness, they had seen their hopes cruelly 
dashed by a French team that had seemed 
there for the taking. 

Now head coach Warren Gatland had to 
raise them once again in one last effort 
against Australia, for the consolation prize of 
third place in RWC 2011. 

The two nations had, of course, been there 
before - at the first World Cup in 1987, 
when Wales scraped a 22-21 win through a 
late Adrian Hadley try, converted from the 
touchline by full back Paul Thorburn. 

That was followed by nine consecutive vic¬ 


tories for the men from Oz, only broken in 
Grand Slam year 2005, when Wales won 24- 
22 in Cardiff. 

Moreover, the overall record shows 
Australia winning 20 of the 31 fixtures 
between the two since 1908, with Wales win¬ 
ning 10 and one match drawn. 

Memories were still fresh of the 16-25 
defeat to Australia in Cardiff on November 6 
last year, so Wales knew the size of the task 
facing them on Saturday against the pre¬ 
tournament second favourites. 

In the event, it proved a test too far for a 
gallant young Welsh side that failed to rise to 
the heights of excellence they had earlier 
reached in this World Cup, as the cumulative 
effect of those sterling efforts and loss of key 
players finally took their toll. 

Coming under intense pressure from the 
outset, they fell behind to a soft converted try 
within 12 minutes and although James Hook 
landed a simple penalty to reduce arrears, 
the first half was marked by repeated Welsh 
handling errors and missed kicking opportu¬ 
nities. 

Leigh Halfpenny had a chance to cut the 
Wallabies’ lead with a long range penalty, but 
was unsuccessful; then Hook, who was having 
another miserable time at outside half, 
skewed a penalty kick after the interval and 
then failed to convert a typical poacher’s try 
by Shane Williams which had inched Wales 
ahead 8-7. 


Just as in the semi-final, Hook was replaced 
by the steadying hand of veteran Stephen 
Jones, who kicked a penalty - but Australia 
regained the lead with two penalties and a 
drop goal, before George North made a 
courageous last ditch tackle to prevent a cer¬ 
tain try. 

However, the Wallabies were not to be 
denied for long and went over for a second 
touchdown that made the score 21-11 in their 
favour. 

Battling Wales had the last word when 
Halfpenny scampered over for a try convert¬ 
ed by Jones, but it came too late - the final 
18-21 score-line bringing down the curtain on 
a brave Rugby World Cup challenge that had 
won them many admirers in New Zealand. 

While there will be those who say that, once 
again it was a familiar story of ‘so near, yet 
so far’ for Wales, who are still not quite able 
to close the narrow gap between heroic defeat 
and a tight-fought victory, the Welsh camp 
surely have cause for real satisfaction. 

Not least is the final proof that Wales now 
have fearless young players fit and able to 
compete on a level playing field for 80 min¬ 
utes with the best in the world, and have the 
confidence and innate skills to match them. 

They have also shown that they are capable 
of matching the level of intensity and con¬ 
trolled aggression of southern hemisphere 
sides and thus no longer need to hold them in 
awe, as has so often been the case in the past. 


True, Wales patently lack the strength in 
depth available to the likes of New Zealand 
(who were able to overcome the loss of key 
personnel and still win the World Cup with a 
fourth choice outside half on Sunday). 

In contrast, the absence of irreplaceable 
tighthead Adam Jones, captain Sam 
Warburton and No 10 Rhys Priestland, 
proved fatal to Welsh hopes in the closing 
stages. 

The loss of pack anchorman Jones, in par¬ 
ticular, was shown to stark effect, not only 
against France, but also in the ‘bronze 
medal’ game (where Australia suddenly dis¬ 
covered they had a scrum!) 

So, there is much for Gatland and his fellow 
coaches to ponder back home, as they reflect 
on a World Cup that exceeded all expecta¬ 
tions, but by the same token, was deeply frus¬ 
trating because of the slip-ups that cost Wales 
dear. 

They could be forgiven for musing that it 
was a huge opportunity lost - and that but for 
their catalogue of misfortune (and a place- 
kicking crisis of confidence) it could have been 
Wales, and not France, facing the strangely 
below-par All Blacks, who scrabbled to an 8-7 
win in the dour final on Sunday. 

Could a more expansive Wales have gone one 
score better than the French and caused a 
shock of seismic proportions in world rugby? 
Alas, we will never know. 

Suffice to say that most of the squad are young 
enough to apply the lessons learnt Down Under 
and can now look forward to the next World 
Cup on ‘home’ soil with justified confidence.
